“The  Deserted  Camp,  ” located  here,  takes  its  name  Iron,  a 
circumstance  connected  with  a body  of  Kentucky  troops  who  were  on  t T. < ■ i i v.a\ 
to  attack  the  Indian  towns  on  the  Little  Miami.  Lncamping  over  night  here,  one 
of  their  number  deserted  and  gave  such  warning  to  the  enemy  as  to  frustrate  tin- 
object  of  the  expedition.  Flint  arrow  heads,  stone  hammers,  fossils  and  other 
relics  are  found  along  water  courses  and  in  gravel  beds.

1 1 C I I as  we  may  desire  to  give  in  complete  detail  the  important 
■ )'\  part  taken  by  citizens  of  this  county  in  the  Rebellion,  want  of 
jy.  a space  will  compel  us  to  materially  abridge  the  matter  to  most 

important  features.  Few  counties  of  its  population,  in  this  or 

other  States,  present  a better  showing  of  enlistments,  and  none  a more  hon- 
orable or  patriotic  record.  Some  of  the  eariy  citizens  of  this  county  were 

Revolutionary  soldiers,  and  many  of  its  citizens  participated  in  the  War  of 
t 8 1 2.  Military  companies  were  organized  here  both  before  and  after  the 
Mexican  War.  In  1S47,  R.  B.  Harlan,  of  Wilmington,  raised  a company 
here,  although  it  was  never  called  into  service. 

The  news  of  the  surrender  of  Fort  Sumter,  and  at  the  call  of  Captain  I larlan, 
volunteers  and  citizens,  Judge  ITarlan  addressee!  the  citizens,  and  was  subsequently 
chosen  captain.  A.  W.  Doan  was  chosen  first  lieutenant  and  j 1).  II rues  second 
lieutenant.  The  company  being  readily  filled,  $1,000  was  subscribed,  and  fre- 
quently doubled,  for  aiding  the  cause,  and  by  the  following  Monday  enough  ’■  - « » 1 - 
unteors  had  been  secured  to  form  two  companies.  A beautiful  flag  was  presented 
by  the  patriotic  ladies  of  Wilmington,  and  at  9:30  o’clock,  April  22,  180;,  they 
took  a special  train  for  Columbus.  About  sixty  of  the  number  were  discharged, 
owing  to  the  crowded  condition  of  the  barracks  and  impossibility  of  equipping  the 
number  offered,  leaving  Capt.  I-larlan’s  company  of  100  men. 

A company  known  as  Clinton  Canards  No.  2 was  organized  at  Wilmington, 
with  1).  Linton  as  captain,  Thomas  Van  Tress  first  lieutenant  and  Thomas  That- 
cher second  lieutenant.  This  company  was  rejected  for  same  reasons  stated  ab>>ve. 

May  31,  1861,  a fine  company  of  iCllsworth  zouaves  was  organized  at  Wilming- 
ton and  52  men  were  enrolled.  The  organization  was  completed  by  the  election 
of  j.  A.  harden  as  captain,  fl.  P.  Jones  first  lieutenant  and  Robert  Dillon  second 
lieutenant.  Oh  the  same  date  companies  were  organized  and  read)'  for  equipment 
at  Port  William,  Wcstboro,  Sabina,  Cuba,  Keesvillc,  New  Vienna  and  Wilming- 
ton. Chas.  J.  Knt  had  in  training  a company  of  boys  Imm  ten  to  filtecn  years  of 
age,  and  a rifle  company  was  also  organized,  of  which  A.  Koogle  was  captain, 
John  Rutherford  first,  and  S.  Rulon  second  lieutenant,  with  L.  B.  Welch  as 
orderly  sergeant. 

\ military  camp  was  established  on  the  Fair  Grounds  near  Wilmington  earl)' 
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in  May,  1861,  at  which  time  enlistments  were  made  for  three  years,  and  many  of 
those  who  had  previously  enlisted  returned  home,  in  June  K/.ru  Jones,  J.  Owens, 
\V  ( hiinbv,  Win.  Toy  and  James  Williams,,  ol  Port  William,  enlisted  in  the  Fir:  t 
Kentucky  V.  I.  The  <<ri  dual  volunteers  from  this  county  were  attached  to  Co. 
ft.  Twelfth  6).  V.  !.,  inly  2,  1861.  During  ll;«:  week  ending  July  12,  ’Of,  1 f d> 
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Denison.  This  was  the  second  full  company  .v,.,  in-m  this  county,  bet  up  to  the 
first  of  September  410  men  had  been  cn listed  Imre  - many  forming  par,  e,  other 
companies.  Other  companies  were  then  organizing  or  ready  to  answer  when 
called.  A company  of  Col.  Worthington’s  regiment  (Forty-seventh)  commanded 
by  David  Miller,  was  raised  in  the  vicinity  of  Kcesville.  Another  company 
raised  near  Weslboro,  was  then  with  Ceil.  Rosccrans,  its  officers  being  A.  S. 
Bundy,  captain  ; A.  F.  Denniston,  first  lieutenant,  and  C.  J.  Cunningham,  second 
lieutenant.

In  June,  1 f l :,  a company  o!  men  was  r used,  mostly  in  this  e.oun 
•vas  ..  signed  to  the  F.igduy- fifth  regiment  (three  months'  regiment,)  Capt  ■ . a C. 
Moo...  At  the  expiration  of  their  time  Capt.  Moon  began  recruiting  a comp.  ; 
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of  three  years’  men,  half  of  his  old  company  enlisting.  Under  calls  of  1S62  five 
companies  were  raised  in  Clinton  county  by  Captains  Geo.  B.  Hicks,  I.  Ik  Allen, 
Kthan  A.  Spencer,  S.  R.  Stillwell  and  J.  C.  Moon.  On  the  third  of  March,  1863, 
the  total  number  of  volunteers  in  active  service  was  1,108,  and  aside  from  the 
wood  and  provisions  contributed  by  farmers,  and  moneys  and  material  aid  given  in 
all  sections  of  the  count)-,  the  Commissioners  of  the  county  had  appropriated 
£60,000  for  the  relief  of  soldiers’  families. 

Clinton  county  was  honored  by  three  general  officers  by  brevet:  Azariah  W. 
Doan,  John  C.  Moon  and  George  M.  Zeigler.  The  Seventy-ninth  regiment  O. 
V.  I.  containg  four  companies  from  this  county,  and  made  for  itself  a splendid 
record  and  stood  in  the  front  in  many  a hardly  contested  battle.  The  One 
Hundred  and  Forty-ninth  regiment,  O.  N.  G.,  composed  of  the  fifty-ninth  bat- 
talion, of  this  count)',  was  called  into  service  for  100  days  and  mustered  into 
service  at  Camp  Dennison  May  8,  1SC4. 

ONE  HUNDRED  AND  EOKTY- NINTH  REGIMENT,  O.  N.  G. 

This  regiment,  which  formed  part  of  the  Fifty-fifth  battalion,  O.  X.  G.,  of 
Clinton  county,  was  mustered  into  service  at  Camp  Dennison  May  S,  1864.  It 
was  enlisted  for  100  days,  and  left  for  Baltimore,  Md.,  May  11.  Assigned  to 
.guard  duty,  and  subsequently  distributee  to  different  points.  About  July  4 it  was 
ordered  to  Monocacy  junction,  and  on  the  evening  of  the  8th  it  took  position  on 
the  right  of  General  Wallace’s  army  at  the  stone  bridge  of  tin:  Baltimore  and 
Frederick  pike.  Farlyin  the  forenoon  of  the  9th  the  regiment’s  skirmish  line  was 
attacked  and  compelled  to  fail  back,  and  the  regiment  nearly  surrendered.  Gen. 

der,  the  brigade  commander,  directed  this  regiment  to  hold  the  bridge 
until  the  last  extremity,  in  order  to  accrue  the  safety  of  the  army ; and  undea 
fire  this  regiment  so  fully  sustained  its  credit  as  to  receive  the  highest  compli- 
ments of  the  commander,  for  its  valor  and  soldierly  conduct.  In  this  engagement 
the  regiment  suffered  a loss  of  thirty  killed  and  one  hundred  taken  prisoners,  and 
when  the  regiment  was  mustered  out  sixty-seven  men  were  left  in  rebel  prisons. 

ONE  HUNDRED  AND  SEVENTY- l’TFTH  REGIMENT,  O.  V.  I. 

This  regiment,  which  was  organized  for  one  year,  at  Camp  Dennison  October 
1 14  1S64,  contained  two  companies  from  this  county,  commanded  by  Capt.  W.  P. 
Wolf  anti  A.  F.  Denniston.  The  regiment  was  ordered  to  Tennessee.  Although 
seeing  some  warm  work,  was  chiefly  devoted  to  detached  guard  duty  at  different 
cut  points.  The  One  Hundred  and  Eightieth  regiment,  O.  V.  I.,  recruited  in 
1864;  the  Fourteenth  U.  S.  colored  regiment;  the  Fifteenth  regular  infantry, 
and  the  Third  Missouri  colored  U.  S.  infantry  contained  persons  from.  till-, 
county.  The  Second,  Eighth  and  Fourth  U.  S.  C.  ; Twenty-fourth  Battery  and 
Second  Ohio  Heavy  Artillery  contained  persons  from  this  county,  while  .-several 
persons  served  in  the  “gun-boat”  or  naval  department. 

All  honor  to  all  whose  patriotism  responded  to  the  Nation’s  needs,  should  be 
the  universal  acclaim  ; and  speed  the  time  when  every  honorably  discharged  sol- 
dier who  stood  in  line  of  battle  shall  receive  a pension.

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WILMINGTON  IN  EARLY  TIMES. 


c?Lv  ‘'III*',  county  seat  of  Clinton  county  was  platted”  August  2,  1S10. 
Joseph  Doan,  one  of  the  proprietors  of  the  land  on  which  this  place 

1805.  J ie  then  lived  in  a'  log 
now  inside  of  tin:  corporate 
limits.  Wm.  Hobson  is  said  to  have  erected  the  first  cabin.  lie  purchased 
lot  No.  1.?,  for  which  he  paid  $12.00.  Me  was  the  first  gunsmith.  Warren 


was  platted  had  made  the  purchase  in 
house  northwest  of  the  village,  but

Sabin  was  the  first  actual  settler  in  Wilmington,  lie  kept  a tavern  and  liquor 
hop  in  the  log  building  next  north  of  the  court  house.  A daughter  of  Mr. 
Sabin  was  the  first  white  child  born  in  Wilmington. 

Larkin  Reynolds  was  probably  the  first  tailor.  During  1810  and  1S11  a num- 
ber of  families  located  here.  The  first  court  convened  here  in  1812.  Sami.  Gas- 
kill,  Sr.,  settled  here  in  1S11.  Rurgoin  Purcell  settled  here  in  1812,  and  was  a 
cabinet  maker.  John  Pennington,  shoemaker,  came  in  1812.  Geo.  Whisaman, 
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hatter,  came  here  in  1811.  Thomas  Gaskell,  tanner,  came  in  1811.  Milton  Gas- 
kcll,  his  son,  was  the  first  male  child  born  in  the  village.  Eli  Gaskell  probably 
started  the  first  grocery,  and  was  appointed  Justice  of  the  Peace.  Thomas  and 
Arthur  McCann  started  a pottery  in  1H1  a A din  Clevinger,  blacksmith,  settled 
Imre  in  i8i  i.  A grist  mill  was  started  by  Samuel  Garret  son  in  1X13. 

The  arts  and  business  life  of  a new  section  gradually  located  at  this  point.  Asa 
1 lolcomb  was  the  first  merchant  (1X10,)  though  his  first  license  to  sell  goods  was 
April  1,811.  Isaiah  Morris  & Co.  succeeded  in  a few  months.  William  I'er- 
gusnu  and  Isaiah  Morris  in  181  1.  James  life  came  in  1819. 

A post-office  was  established  here  as  early  as  1 8 t 2,  with  Isaiah  Morris  post- 
master. Isaac  (iarrclsoti  was  the  first  school  teacher,  as  early  as  181  1.  lie 
subsequently  taught  in  an  old  log  school  house,  which  stood  on  the  corner  of 
Sugartree  and  Spring  streets.  1 laving  thus  touched  upon  the  beginnings,  let  us 
consider  more  especially 

WII.M1NOTON  CITY  OF  TO-DAY. 

This  place,  which  is  beginning  to  attract,  deservedly,  more  than  local  atten- 
tion, is  situated  in  Union  township,  near  the  center  of  the  county,  and  now  con- 
tains a population  of  about  4,500  inhabitants.  In  point  of  fine  business  establish- 
ments and  beautiful  private  residences  of  modern  architectural  design,  and  (in 
the  summer)  beautifully  shaded  and  graded  streets,  etc.,  it  is  the  peer  of  any  city 
of  its  si/e  in  the  State. 

MANUFACTURING  AND  lilJ.SNKSS  A DVANTAGKS. 

A quarter  of  a century  ago,  and  for  many  years  succeeding,  some  of  the  ad- 
joining county  seats  drew  trade  to  no  small  extent  from  this  county  ; but  gradually 
the  business  vitality  of  Wilmington’s  tradesmen  has  compassed  the  needs  0!  the 
surrounding  country,  and  the  completeness  and  magnitude  of  stocks,  subsequent!)' 
exhibited,  have  not  only  put  a stop  to  the  out-going  trade,  but  turned  the  trade  to 
this  city,  where  the  merchants,  as  a rule,  are  enterprising,  represent  financial  sol- 
idity and  carry  stocks  unsurpassed  by  any  city  of  three  times  its  population. 

A NOT  I IKK  TKADF.  ADVANTAGE 

Is  distinctly  manifested  in  the  uniformly  low  prices  at  which  goods  in  all  lines  are 
sold,  and  the  honorable  business  policy  which  characterizes  its  operations.  I;  is 
said  by  residents  of  the  county  that  no  class  of  business  men  can  be  found  else- 
where who  hold  their  word  in  higher  regard  or  merit  fuller  confidence  for  honor 
and  integrity,  than  those  of  the  city  of  Wilmington. 

In  all  seasons  of  the  year  the  macadamized  roads  and  pikes  supply  the  fullest 
conveniences  to  be  found  in  roadways,  and  Clinton  county  is  noted  for  its  promi- 
nence in  agricultural  advantages,  and  the  property  of  its  farmers,  horticulturists 
and  stock  men.  Wilmington  is  growing  in  importance  as  a center  of  trade  in 
grain,  flour,  farm  and  dairy  products,  and  the  shipments  to  distant  markets  result 
>1  bringing  in,  annually,  a large  amount  of  money,  to  again  be  disbursed  through 
trade  avenues. 
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MANUFACTURING. 

While  the  manufacturing  establishments  of  this  city  arc  not  great  in  number, 
there  are  some  which  have  already  given  fame  to  this  city  in  all  trade  centers  of 
the  Union,  and  whose  valuable  products  arc  unequalled  in  the  Union.  The  prin- 
cipal manufacturing  houses  now  in  operation  are:  Irwin  Augur  Hit  Uo.;  (.Tam- 

pion Bridge  Company  ; Color  Pad  factor)’;  Moon’s  1 1 eat  Kqualizer  Ovens  ; Tile 
Works;  Scofield  Woolen  Mills;  Flour  ami  Feed  Mills;  Shepherd  & Son's  Plan- 
ing Mills,  and  James  Fisher  & Son’s  Planing  Mills  besides  which  the  manufac- 
ture of  furniture  and  other  commodities  is  carried  on  in  a small  way  ; and  a new 
company  is  being  organized  for  the  building  and  operating  of  a large  flouring  mill. 

WHAT  WILMINGTON  OIT'i'.KS. 

I ,et  us  look  at  the  inducements  held  out  by  this  city  for  the  successful  prose- 
cution of  manufacturing  operations.  It  is  situated  in  the  midst  of-  the  richest  and 
most  prosperous  agricultural  district  in  the  State,  and  supplied  with  the  best  ship- 
ping facilities  through  two  of  the  most  extensive  railway  systems  of  the  Union, 
the  Ohio  Midland  being  a branch  of  the  great  B.  & O.  system  and  the  C.  & M.  V. 
R.  R.,  which  is  virtually  a branch  of  the  great  Pan  I handle  system.  Through 
these  roads  the  amplest  shipping  facilities  are  enjoyed. 

What  has  been  said  regarding  the  local  trade  will  also  apply  to  the  advantages 
offered  for  wholesale  operations  in  various  lines,  and  to  inducements  for  locating 
manufacturing  plants,  Cheap  living,  pu.ie  water  and  proverbial  hcalthfulncss 
characterize  this  city : and  w ith  direct  communication  with  the  coal  fields  cheap 
fuel,  another  important  essential,  is  secured.  There  is  no  regularly  organized 
Board  of  Trade,  but  all  communications  on  this  subject  should  be  addressed  to 
lion.  Al.  W.  Doan,  Mayor. 

AS  A Pt.ACK  OK  Ki'.SI  m-.NCK, 

fn  connection  with  whirl)  we  refer  to  this  city  as  one  whose  climatic  advan 
tages  are  as  luvorable  as  any  section  of  the:  State,  and  superior  to  man)  na- 
tions. \ he  healthfulness  of  Wilmington  is  proverbial.  It  has  a uniformly 
wealthy,  intelligent  and  progressive  citizenship.  Public  schools,  whose  able 
management  present  strong  claims  in  the  matter  of  educational  advantages  to 
which  should  not  be  forgotten,  one  of  the  best  literary  institutions  of  the  Slate, 
the  Wilmington  college,  both  of  whose  educational  facilities  are  noticed 
especially  elsewhere.  We  have  elsewhere  referred  to  the  broad  and  handsome 
streets,  beautiful  lawns,  etc.,  and  cannot  pass  another  feature  which  contributes 
both  to  the  beauty  and  trade  interests  of  the:  city.  We  refer  to  the  many 
improvements  recently  made  in  fine  plate  glass  fronts  to  business  buildings,  which 
tend  to  give  a metropolitan  appearance  to  the  leading  business  streets. 

CHURCH  ICS. 

While  in  this  respect  there  arc  few  edifices  which  may  lay  claim  to  ideas  of 
architectural  beauty,  there  are  many  solid  and  comfortable /places  of  worship 
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which  wc  notice  especially,  besides  the  Presbyterian  Church,  of  which  wc  arc  per- 
mitted to  give  cut  elsewhere  in  this  Review. 

The  first  Society  of  Friends  in  this  city  dates  to  1824,  although  much  earlier 
in  the  county.  There  arc  now  two  organizations.  The  Friends’  forlhodox)  meet- 
ing house  is  a substantial  brick  building,  one  story  and  basement.  1 he  main 
auditorium  will  scat  about  500.  Thomas  J.  Moon  is  superintendent  of  the  Sunday 
School. 

1'riends’  (old  style)  meeting-house  is  located  on  Mulberry  street,  and  has  a 
seating  capacity  of  about  two  hundred.  Most  of  its  members  reside  in  the  coun- 
try. In  this  connection  we  notice  tire  large  building  being  erected  by  the 
" Friends”  of  Miami  Center  and  Fairfield  Quarterly  Meetings  fora  yearly  meet 
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ing  house  for  this  large  and  influential  body.  This  building  will,  when  completed, 
accommodate  from  1,500  to  2,000,  and  is  expected  to  cost  about  $12,000. 

Fhe  First  Presbyterian  Clu’irch  dates  its  establishment  to  about  1825,  and  the 
present  beautiful  edifice,  of  which  we,  are  able  to  give  a cut,  reflects  most  credita- 
bly upon  its  membership  and  our  city.  This  structure  was  completed  in  the 
spring  of  1891,  and  has  a sealing  capacity  of  from  three  hundred  and  fifty  to  four 
hundred,  and  cost  over  $9,000.  Rev.  J.  O.  Pierce,  pastor;  IF  O.  Lamb,  super- 
intendent of  Sunday  School. 

1 lie  M.  K.  Church  is  situated  on  Fast  Locust  street,  and  dates  its  cstab.  L 
ment  to  1814.  The  present  building  is  a two  story  brick,  with  gallery,  ai  d ... 
seating  capacity  of  from  six  hundred  and  fifty  to  seven  hundred  and  fifty,  h he 
pastor  is  Rev.  II.  D.  Kctchcm,  with  Prof.  Merrick  superintendent  of  Sabbath 

School.  i 
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( 'hristian  Chun  li  is  incited  on  the  corner  of  " .or! h South  and  Columbus  streets, 
and  is  a spacious  brick  building  with  a seating  capacity  of  about  sax  hundred. 
Klder  l1’.  AT.  Grew,  pastor,  and  W.  C.  Sayre  Intel, ident  o!  Sunday  School. 

The  organisation  dates  from  1829. 

First  baptist  Church,  located  on  Locust  : . reet,  is  a small  brick.  Was  organ- 
ised in  1.853,  and  will  seat  but  about  one  hundred  people, 

African  M.  K.  Church  was  organized  in  1833.'  The  present  edifice  is  located 
on  Walnut  street,  and  will  seat  about  two  hundred  people.  Rev.  Ferguson,  pas 
tor;  Thus.  Me  Knight,  superintend. :nt  > f Sunday  School. 

Zion  baptist  {Colored)  Church  was  organized  in  1854.  The  build's  ; is  uated 
on  Grant  street,  and  will  scat  about  three  hundred.  Rev.  R.  i5.  Grant,  pastor; 
Chas.  Ba.umont,  superintendent  of  Sunday  School. 

Hie  Catholic  Churcii  dates  its  establishment  to  1852;  The  present  church 
edifice,  which  is  of  brick,  and  creditable  in  proportions,  was  erected  in  1S67. 
Rev.  Father  Michael  O’ Donohue,  pastor.  The  church  will  scat  about  five 
hundred.

The  death  of 
the  senior  member  has  made  no  change  in  the 
style  of  the,  firm,  and  the  present  individual 
members  are  Fedor  (».,  Trcbor  W.,  otto  IT., 
Fred  W.,  Fremont  L.  and  Leo  F.  Weltz,  gen- 
tlemen whose  familiarity  and  years’  associa- 
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tiou  with  this  branch  of  industry  insure  the 
amplest  advantages  in  culture  and  trade  rela- 
tions. 

To  the  founder  of  this  nursery,  we  cannot 
omit  brief  mention,  as  one  who  for  so  many 
yea  rs  held  110  . i-eond  place  in  the  promotion 
of  thin  industry  in  the  United  States.  Mr.  Leo 
Weltz  was  horn  in  Prussia  Jan.  27, 1825.  I Ic  at- 
tended college  at  Ostenvick  and  Madgebtirg, 
and  subsequently  graduated  from  the  unive  r- 
sity at  1 1 eidelburg,  botanical  department. 
While  a student,  ho  assisted  in  laying  out  the 
Botanical  Harden  at  that  institution.  He 
made  a,  study  of  landscape  gardening,  and 
graduated  from  the  Botanical  Harden  of  Ber- 
lin. A ftcr  sonic  years  in  the  employ  of  the 
government,  he  went  to  Russia,  where  he  ac- 
cepted the  position  of  head  gardener  for 
Alexander  111.,  remaining  there,  for  about 
nineteen  years.  Ue  was  then  called  to  take 
his  place  in  the  regular  army  of  his  native 
country,  and  for  soldierly  conduct,  was  pre- 
sented at  different  times  with  four  medals, 
now  in  the  family.  Al  ter  the  War  of  1847  he 
took  charge  of  prominent  gardens  in  South- 
ern Europe,  a, ml  in  1.851  came  to  this  country, 
first,  locating  at  Huntington,  West  Virginia. 
After  one  year  he  removed  to  Cincinnati,  and 
soon  secured  prominence  and  more  than  local 
celebrity. 

In  1850  he  settled  in  this  pla.ee,  and  in  1875 
was  made  a member  of  the  State  Board  of 
Agriculture,  lie  was  for  twenty  years  an 
honorary  member  of  Agricultural  and  Horti- 
cultural Societies  of  six  different  Slates.  He 
twice,  represented  this  State  in  National 
Boards,  and  in  1885  was  appointed  hy  the 
novornor  of  this  State  one  of  the  Commission- 
ers in  the  purchase  of  lands  for  the  Agricul- 
tural 1 Apartment. 

At  the  time  of  his  death,  and  for  several 
years  pvovions,  he  filled  the  office  of  Presi- 
dent of  the  Ohio  State  Forestry  Bureau.  That 
the  Wilmington  Nursery  should  become  wide- 
ly known,  is  not  an  anomaly  ; and  under  its 
present  management  it  lias  lost  none  of  its 
productive  and  trade  interests.

Wo  have  not  space  to  enter  into 
lengthy  horse  talk,  for  the  field  is  without 
limit,  but  we  must  note  as  apropos  of  a review 
of  Clinton  county’s  various  resources,  her 
claim  to  recognition  in  the  direction  of  the 
production  of  standard  bred  horses.  In  the 
person  of  Mr.  O.  F.  Pcddicord,  of  the  Midland 
Stock  Farm  of  this  city,  we  have  the  pioneer 
breeder  and  promoter  of  fashionable  strains 
of  “ trackers  ” not  only  in  this,  lint  adjoining 
counties.  Mr.  Pcddicord  posesscs  in  a marked 
degree  all  tire  requisites  of  a successful  breeder 
of  Jast’uns,  as  the  term  is  now  understood, 
and  •' blood  tells.”  lie  began  operations  in 
this  field  some  six  years  ago,  but  has  but 
recently  taken  possession  of  his  Midland 
Farm.  This  farm,  which  consists  of  some  165 
acres  of  fine  lying  land,  has  been  lifted  up  in 
buildings  with  particular  reference  to  its  re- 
quirements. It  possesses  one  of  the  best  half- 
mile  tracks  in  the  State,  for  training  purposes.

The  Major’s  dam  being  Bettic  F.,  by  the  king 
of  stallions*,  George  Wilkes,  and  her  dam 
being  Snipnosc,  dam  of  Garnet  2.19,  by  that 
producer  and  founder  of  brood  mare  blood 
indispensable,  American  Clay  34.  Tracing, 
then,  to  the  very  best  remote  crosses,  sl.and- 
anl-bred  as  he  is,  taking  2.20  as  the  stand- 
point and  running  to  that  high  rate  of 
speed  even  to  the  fifth  generation,  on  both 
sire  and  dam,  certainly  recommends  itself. 
If  is  oldest  colts  arc  now  coming  two  years 
old,  and  are  phenominally  fast.  Sure  trotters.

,T.  Foaled  June,  1887.  Seal  brown  stallion. 
No  white.  Fifteen  hands  three  inches  high. 
Heavy  bone.  A horse  of  fine  form  and  sub- 
stance and  a trotter  sure  with  proper  hand- 
ling, as  his  gait  is  perfection.  His  breeding 
and  individuality  certainly  indicate  that,  with 
the  proper  crosses,  he  must  produce  speed, 
being  standard-bred  under  most  approved 
rules.

MARION  TOWNSHIP. 


pl^IIIS  township,  which  is  situated  in  the  southwest  corner  of  the 
county,  was  formed  by  act  of  County  Commissioners  August  5, 
1830.  Among  the  early  settlers  were  Jonathan  Baldwin,  Reuben 
Ciillis,  Klisha  Whitaker,  1815,  etc.  1 he  first  white  child  born  here,  was  Ben" 
jamin  Baldwin.  The  first  school  house  was  a log  house  erected  by  Hiram 
Anderson,  and  school  was  taught  by  James  Cochran.  The  next  school  was 
taught  by  Benj.  Baldwin.  There  are  five  sub-districts  in  the  township.  The 
town  of  Blanchcstcr  constitutes  a special  school  district.  The  first  church  was 
M.  E.  society  on  Lick  Run,  but  this  denomination  now  has  but  one  church, 
which  is  at  Blanchcstcr.  The  denomination  of  Free  Will  Baptists  erected  a 
church  in  1845,  and  the  U.  B.  Society  in  1849.  The  Univcrsalist  church  was 
first  established  in  1852,  and  the  Catholic  church  in  1S76. 


Outside  of  the  county  scat  there  is  no  town  which  deserves  more  considera- 
tion, or  has  an  equal  population  (about  1,500.)  Blanchcstcr  was  laid  out  by 
Joseph  and  John  Blancett,  March  23,  1832,  and  ever  since  its  establishment  it  has 
been  a prominent  grain  and  produce  shipping  center,  and  has  had  a gradual 
growth  in  population  and  trade  from  this  and  adjoining  counties.  The  town  is 
located  on  the  B.  & O.  S.  W.  railroad,  is  about  fifteen  miles  distant  from  the 
county  seat  and  forty-two  miles  from  Cincinnati. 

'l'he  first  merchant  was  Joseph  Blancett,  who  was  followed  by  Isaac  Frazier 
and  W.  II.  Baldwin.  The  first  blacksmith  was  Win.  Bund}',  while  Bryan 
Trickcy  was  the  first  wagon  maker.  March  24,  1S70,  Mr.  S.  R.  Nickerson  began 
the  publication  of  the  Manchester  Herald.  The  paper  was  subsequently  sold  to 
Mr.  James  R.  Turk  and  changed  to  Marion  Independent.

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RICHLAND  TOWNSHIP. 


A^IIIS  township  is  situated  in  the  eastern  northeastern  corner  of  the 
county,  and,  as  its  name  implies,  is  rich'  in  fertility  and  resources. 
It  is  one  of  the  three  original  townships  into  which  the  county  was 
divided  by  the  County  Commissioners  April  6,  1810.  The  township 
contains  21,210,72  acres  of  land,  which  is  well  watered  and  has  excellent 
drainage.  Among  the  early  settlers  were  Absalom  and  Samuel  Reed,  1S03; 
Thos.  Stett,  David  Reed,  Thos.  Hardwick,  Levi  Arnold,  Wm.  Burris,  David 
Osborn,  Richard  Thornby,  etc. 

Each  school  district  was  early  provided  with  school  buildings,  the  first  school 
being  taught  by  James  Ferguson  in  1814.  The  first  mill  was  built  in  1807,  by 
Thomas  Hardwick.  James  Gillispic  started  the  first  tanyard  in  1813.  The  town- 
ship now  contains  several  centers  of  trade,  and  in  noticing  these  places  we  refer  to 
the  churches  and  educational  interests  especially.  The  first  preaching  here  is 
recorded  as  1812.  In  1819  Rev.  Robert  Dobbins  preached  in  this  township. 


CITY  OP  SABINA. 


This  place  is  under  excellent  municipal  control,  and  is  one  of  the  principal 
towns  of  the  county.  The  town  was  laid  out  in  1830  by  Mr.  Sabin,  and  then  em- 
braced only  thirty-seven  town  lots.  Several  important  additions  have  been  made. 
While  the  original  plat  docs  not  now  form  the  center  of  business  portion,  the  trend  of 
trade  and  growth  being  toward  the  tracks  and  depot  of  the  Midland  Div.  of  1>.  R O. 
R’y  and  the  C.  & M.  V.  R.  R. , both  of  which  important  trunk  lines  run  parallel 
through  this  place,  giving  the  best  shipping  and  transportation  facilities.  The  town 
was  incorporated  in  1859.  Andrew  Love  was  the  first  settler,  tavern-keeper  and  post- 
master. William  McMillcn  and  Warren  Sabin  were  the  first  store  keepers.  There 
arc  several  excellent  and  substantial  churches  here,  the  Friends’  Society,  organized 
in  1878,  being  the  most  modern.  The  Protestant  Methodist  church  was  started 
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in  1830;  the  M.  E.  Church,  of  Sabina,  was  organized  in  T <S 5 o ; tire  Christian 
Church  in  1843,  and  the  Friends’  Church  in  1878.  The  Colored  Baptist  Church 
was  organized  in  1881.

SABINA  UNION  AGRICULTURAL  SOCIETY. 

This  Society  was  at  once  placed  on  a solid  basis,  and  has  already  demonstrated 
its  efficiency  and  popularity.  In  1881,  the  grounds  were  enlarged  to  about  forty 
acres,  and  more  extended  facilities  secured  for  meeting  the  demands  of  exhibitors 
in  its  various  departments.  A good  half-mile  speed  track  sixty  feet  in  width, with 
abundant  shed  room  and  buildings  for  exhibits.  The  grounds  are  connected  by 
switch  with  the  C.  & AT.  V.  railroad  and  the  Ohio  Alidland  railway,  with  tele- 
graph and  telephone  stations.  The  amphitheater  is  substantially  constructed,  and 
will  seat  about  5,000  people.  There  are  two  good  local  papers  published  here, 
both  of  which  are  noticed  elsewhere.  There  arc  man)'  excellent  private  resi- 
dences, and  the  business  establishments  of  the  place  will  compare  favorably  with 
any  city  of  its  size  in  the  State.  In  consequence  of  special  local  newspaper 
“write-ups”  at  the  time  our  solicitor  visited  the  place,  many  good  and  creditable 
houses  failed  to  secure  notices  in  this  work,  but  these  are  noticed  in  our  index. 
This  city  contains  a population  of  about  1,400  inhabitants,  and  possesses  that  vig- 
orous character  which  justifies  the  liberal  notice  we  have  accorded  it.

710  n is  township  is  situ  itccl  in  the  southeastern  part  of  the  county,  and 
Y|i  y claims  conspicuity  for  its  unsurpassed  richness  of  soils  and  extensive 
EL  trade  interests.  It  was  first  settled  in  the  year  1800,  and  among  the 
pioneers  were  M.  Nordyke,  Joshua  and  Stephen  Hussey,  Chas.  Har- 
ris, Thomas  Cox,  Vandevorts,  Hodgsons,  Rodgers,  Gregor)-,  Hulses  and  Walk- 
ers. The  first  school  was  held  within  what  is  now  New  Vienna,  in  [812. 
Robert  Peggin  was  employed  to  teach,  but  his  intemperate  habits  led  to  his 
discharge,  and  lie  was  succeeded  by  James  Savage. 

The  first  village  in  the  township  was  called  Morgantown,  but  it  never  exhib- 
ited much  vitality,  and  gave  place  to  more  vigorous  towns.  This  township  stood 
in  the  front  in  its  contributions  of  mgi  and  means  to  the  Union  cause  during  the 
War  of’ the  Rebellion,  many  of  the  citizens  being  in  the  Eleventh,  Twelfth,  Thir- 
teenth, Thirty-ninth,  Fortieth,  Forty-eighth,  Seventy-ninth,  Eighty-eighth  and 
One  Hundred  and  Forty-ninth  regiments,  O.  V.  I. 
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NEW  VIENNA. 


This  is  one  of  the  most  enterprising  and  progressive  towns  of  the  county,  and 
claims  now  a population  of  about  900.  New  Vienna  was  laid  out  by  Mr.  Thos. 
Hussey  in  1827,  and  Jonathan  Hayworth  is  said  to  have  been  the  first  settler  of 
the  place  after  it  was  laid  out.  In  1828  Stephen  Hussey  and  Win.  Reese  con- 
ducted a general  mercantile  establishment,  and  Mr.  Hussey  also  conducted  the 
first  tannery.  Silas  Woodmansee  and  Geo.  W.  Mathews  were  the  next  mer- 
chants. There  are  now  excellent  graded  schools,  and  this  place  has  sent  out  a 
large  number  of  able  and  successful  educators  into  other  localities. 

The  churches  are : Friends,  baptist.  M.  E.  Church,  Catholic  and  Disciple-. 

The  Friends'  Society  is  the  oldest  organization.  The  M.  E.  Society  was  organ- 
ized in  1843.  The  baptist  was  first  organized  near  this  place  in  1876,  while  the 
Church  of  Christ  was  established  in  1866.-  There  arc  two  churches  in  the  town

Returning  home  he  was  ap- 
pointed postmaster  the  same  year,  holding 
the  position  for  three  years.  He  then  served 
the  government  as  assistant  assessor,  internal 
revenue  department,  for  two  years,  after 
which  he  established  himself  in  the  harness 
business,  in  which  lie  continued  until  1S7S, 
when  he  sold  out  and  took  a rest  of  four 
years.  He  was  elected  County  Treasurer  in 
1882,  and  re-elected  in  1884.  He  was  re-ap- 
pointed postmaster  by  President  Harrison  in 
1889.  Mr.  Matthews  is  the  outspoken  advo- 
cate of  the  soldier  element  at  all  times,  and 
the  unswerving  friend  of  the  people,  while  as  a 
progressive  citizen  and  a kindly  neighbor,  his 
name  is  in  the  mouths  of  all.  In  the  various 
offices  he  has  held,  both  Federal  and  county, 
they  wore  tendered  him  unsought,  being 
the  spontaneous  offering  given  him  by  his 
people  and  government  as  a reward  of  merit.

In  a town  like-  this  the  combination  works 
admirably,  and  Mr.  Henning  finds  bineDl' 
overwhelmed  with  business.  ills  room  i->  a 
model  of  neatness  and  furnishings,  bring 
especially  lilted  for  the  bu  ues-.  lie  is  rap- 
idly accumulating  a slock  of  jewelry,  and 
what  lie  has  is  of  the  first  older.  A specialty 
is  made  of  line  watch  and  jewelry  repairing, 
engraving,  etc.  Two  chairs  are  kept  busy 
removing  man's  hirsute  appendage,  and  with 
the  aid  of  an  accomplished  assistant,  things 
arc  moving  along  in  a most  business-like  man- 
ner. Note  spectacles. 
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was  John  Hadley,  and  the  first  store  was  opened  by  Eli  Longworth.  .Joseph 
Wysong  was  the  first  shoemaker  and  postmaster,  Samuel  Hyde  Was  the  first  cabi- 
net maker  and  Jacob  Longworth  was  the  first  physician.  This  place  now  contains 
between  TLo  and  700  inhabitants,  and  draws  trade  from  a wide  circuit  of  surround- 
ing country. 

NATURAL  GAS. 

There  are  evident  symptoms  of  the  existence  of  natural  gas  in  the  vicinity  of 
this  place,  which  should,  and  will,  ere  long,  attract  attention  and  prove  a “boom 
to  this  village  .as  well  as  result  in  profit  to  those  who  prosecute  its  search. 

The  excellent  public  school  building  here  was  erected  in  1868,  and  contains 
four  rooms.

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CHESTER  TOWNSHIP. 


P^IIIS  township  is  situated  in  the  extreme  northwestern  part  of  the 


county,  and  was  originally  covered  with  heavy  forest  trees.  Part  of 
the  township  is  somewhat  hilly,  others  level,  but  all  susceptible  of 
cultivation  and  well  adapted  to  agricultural  and  horticultural  products. 
Among  the  early  settlers  here  were  James  Robertson,  a lieutenant  and  soldier 
of  the  Revolution,  James  Jenkins,  Chas.  Scott,  Geo.  A.  Mann,  the  Lucas 
Harlan  and  Birdsall  families,  Andrew  McKay,  Moses  McKay,  etc. 


NEW  BURLINGTON 


Is  the  only  trade  center  in  the  township  of  any  significance,  and  was  laid  out 
about  1812.  It  was  a trading  place  of  considerable  importance  for  many  years, 
and  upon  the  construction  of  the  Waynesvillc,  Port  Wells  and  Jefferson  railroad, 
promised  to  regain  much  of  the  prestige  it  had  lost,  but  the  eventual  aband- 
onment of  that  road  entailed  an  injustice  upon  that  section  which  no  words  can 
justly  express.  It  suffered  considerable  loss  of  prestige,  but  yet  enjoys  a liberal 
local  trade.  The  village  now  contains  about  300  inhabitants,  and  as  a rule  an  in- 
intelligent  and  progressive  citizenship  and  enterprising  and  public  spirited  business 
men  and  artisans.  The  town  is  partly  situated  in  Greene  county,  and  we  properly 
notice  the  professional,  artisan  and  business  enterprises  in  this  review,  because 
their  post-office  address  is  in  this  county. 

There  are  two  churches,  of  which  the  Friends’  meeting-house  claims  priority 
as  dating  the  establishment  of  the  Society  to  1809,  and  its  first  log  meeting-house 
to  1812.  The  M.  E.  Church  organization  dates  to  1S28.  The  present  Friends’ 
meeting-house  will  seat  about  300  people,  and  the  superintendent  of  the  Sunday 
School  is  Mr.  James  Hawkins. 

The  M.  1C.  Church  is  situated  over  the  line  in  Greene  county,  and  will  scat, 
with  side  rooms  thrown  into  the  auditorium,  about  600  people.  The  pastor  is 
Rev.  Philip  Trout,  and  the  superintendent  of  the  Sunday  school  is  Lewis  Smith. 

The  interest  taken  in  educational  matters  is  evinced  in  the  beautiful  brick  school 
building,  also  near  the  line  between  the  two  counties.  The  principal  of  the  school 
is  Frank  Colvin,  with  Raymond  Lackey  in  the  intermediate,  and  Miss  Efhc  Truc- 
blood  in  the  primary  departments. 

A good  circulating  library  is  kept  at  the  store  of  Mr.  C.  Will  Gard,  aggregat- 
ing about  fifty  volumes. 
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Among  those  who  were  in  the  Union  army  during  the  war,  were  Mr.  Robert 
Reeves,  who  enlisted  October  t,  1862,  and  was  discharged  July  3,  1865.  Others 
arc  noticed  elsewhere. 

The  creditable  showing  we  are  able  to  present  of  the  industries  of  the  place, 
speaks  for  itsell  of  the  energy  and  business  vitality  of  this  section. 

The  school  board  consists  of  Benjamin  Lcmar  (clerk,)  John  W.  Ilaydock  and 
Jesse  Compton.

The  subject 
of  this  sketch  was  born  in  Waynesvillc,  War- 
ren county,  in  18(14,  and  since  his  early  child- 
hood has  been  reared  and  identified  with 
commercial  all'airs.  He  occupies  a good  bus- 
iness room,  20x55  feet,  at  the  corner  of  Main 
and  Mill  streets,  where  lie  carries  a general 
line  of  foreign  and  American  dry  goods, 
embracing  new  and  popular  fabrics  in  ladies’ 
dress  goods,  domestic  goods  for  all  household 
and  personal  needs,  ladies’  and  men’s  fur- 
nishing goods,  hats  and  caps,  boots  and  shoes, 
queensware,  glassware,  general  hardware, 
wooden  and  willow  ware,  groceries  and  pro- 
visions, notions,  tobacco,  cigars,  etc.  He 
also  employs  a team  for  making  regular  trips 
to  various  sections  of  the  surrounding  terri- 
tory, through  which  patrons  are  supplied 
upon  as  reasonable  terms  as  at  the  store,  and 
through  which  he  collects  poultry,  eggs,  but- 
ter and  general  country  produce,  for  local 
trade  and  shipment  to  other  sections.  The 


wagon  is  run  by  Mr.  Jonathan  Ellis,  who  is 
well  known  and  has  been  in  the  employ  of 
this  house  in  this  capacity  for  about  twelve 
years.  Conducting  business  upon  an  econo- 
mical basis,  not  subject  to  the  expense  of 
rents  and  clerk  hire,  he  is  able  to  supply  any 
commodities  in  his  line  at  prices  which  will 
compare  with  any  contemporaneous  estab- 
lishment in  this  section  of  the  state.  For  the 
accommodation  of  hoarders  and  transient 
guests,  Mr.  Gard  also  keeps  a well  conducted 
anti  home-like  stopping  place. 

BENJAMIN  FARQUHAR,  Resident  Phy- 
sician and  Surgeon. — Among  the  older  estab- 
lished practitioners  in  medicine,  and  surgery 
in  this  county  wo  refer  to  Dr.  Benjamin 
Farquhar,  who  is  a native  of  this  county, 
where  he  was  born  in  1822.  After  completing 
his  education  according  to  the  advantages  of 
those  early  days  he  engaged  in  school  teach- 
ing for  twelve  years,  and  in  1S(>7  began  tiie 
study  of  his  chosen  profession  and  first  en- 
gaged in  practice  at  this  place  after  a regular 
course  at  the  Bute  Medical  Institute  at  t'in- 
cinnati,  Ohio,  lie  graduated  from  that  institu- 
tion February  8,  1S(38.  The  following  year  he 
located  in  this  place,  where  for  more  than 
twenty-three  years  he  has  devoted  his  atten- 
tion to  his  profession  with  remarkable  success, 
and  has  taken  an  active  interest  in  public 
all’airs,  especially  in  all  progressive  features 
of  medical  and  surgical  science.

I u all  our 
trade  Cen- 
tura there 
is  no  busi- 
ness avocation  or  in- 
dustry which  so  essen- 
tially contributes  to  the 
trade  of  the  place,  and  espec- 
ially is  this  the  case  here, 
where  the  New  Burlington 
Full  Roller  Flouring  Mills 
holds  a position  second  to 
none  in  this  section  of  the 
State.  Although  situated  over 
the  lino,  and  in  Greene  coun- 
ty, its  virtual  trade  influence  and  post-oilico 
address  belong  to  this  place,  although  it  em- 
braces the . counties  of  Greene,  Warren  and 
Clinton.  The  individual  members  of  the  firm 
are  Joseph  Miller  and  E.  W.  Bradstrect,  gen- 
tlemen who  bring  into  requisition  that  finan- 
cial and  executive  ability  which  insures  the 
best  results  in  the  comprehension  of  .the  full 
requirements  of  the  times.  They  took  this 
mill  in  1884,  when  it  was  doing  comparatively 
little  business,  and  when  it  exerted  hut  a 
small  influence  upon  trade  here,  and  have 
since  then  brought  it  up  to  the  highest  stand- 
ard of  excellence,  and  to-day  no  mills  of  its 
capacity  are  better  known,  and  its  products 
stand  upon  a par  with  the  best  mills  of  the 
State.  In  1886  they  remodeled  the  mill,  put- 
ting in  eight  pair  of  improved  rollers,  subse- 
quently added  steam  power,  and  now  have  a 
capacity  of  fifty  barrels  of  flour  every  twenty- 
four  hours,  and  consume  from  30,000  to 
60,000  bushels  of  wheat  per  annum  besides 
corn.  The  building,  which  is  situated  on 
Cicsar  creek,  from  which  it  is  usually  supplied 
with  abundant  water-power,  is  two  stories  in 
bight,  besides  ample  attic  and  basement,  and 
40x40  feet  in  dimensions.  Besides  this  is 
the  meal  room,  20x10  feet,  and  boiler  and 
engine  room  about  twenty  feet  square.  The 


product  of  this  mill  is  largely  consumed  by 
local  trade,  and  holds  the  highest  standard 
value,  and  enjoys  popular  favor,  both  with 
the  trade  and  consumers,  in  all  markets 
into  which  it  has  been  introduced.  Their 
principal  brand  is  known  as  "Ohio  Pride,” 
which  ill  ways  carries  with  it  its  own  guaran- 
tee of  unsurpassed  excellence.  The  New 
Burlington  Roller  Millfe  do  both  custom  grind- 
ing and  exchange,  and  deals  in  grain,  flour, 
meal  and  mill  feed. 

EI.SWORTH  LACKEY,  Steam  Saw 
Mill. — Although  timber  is  becoming  compar- 
atively scarce  in  this  section  of  the  state,  con- 
siderable business  is  still  transacted  in  meet- 
ing the  necessary  demands  for  the  various 
uses  of  hard  wood  lumber.  Mr.  Lackey,  who 
has  been  engaged  in  this  business  for  a num- 
ber of  years,  formerly  had  his  mills  located  a 
short  distance  north  of  this  place,  hut  in  1881 
removed  to  his  present  location.  While  he  is 
prepared  to  take  contracts  for  shipment,  he 
makes  a specialty  of  meeting  the  wants  of  the 
surrounding  territory.  He  does  custom  saw- 
ing, buys  logs,  and  is  prepared  to  take  con- 
tracts for  supplying  bridge 'or  building  tim- 
bers, pickets,  lath,  posts,  etc.,  and  a variety 
of  hard  wood  lumber  on  hands  for  sale.  This 
manufacturing  industry  is  one  which  mater- 
ially contributes  to  the  business  interests  of 
this  locality,  and  is  justly  entitled  to  the  lib- 
eral notice  here  accorded. 

JOSHUA  HOLLAND,  House  and  Car, 
riage  Painter,  Paper  Hanger,  Etc. — As  an 
Accomplished  artist  in  his  line  we  refer  to 
Air.  Joshua  Holland,  who  is  a native  of  War- 
ren county,  where  he  was  born  in  1841.  After 
his  early  school  days  ho  learned  his  trade, 
chiefly  in  this  place,  but  subsequently  worked 
in  various  places,  and  on  the  breaking  out  of 
the  War  of  the  Rebellion,  he  enlisted,  in  1862, 
as  a memeer  of  Company  B,  Seventy-fourth 
regiment,  O.  Y.  I.,  in  which  he  served  through 
bivoauc,  march  and  camp  life,  participating 
in  the  Atlanta  campaign  and  many  of  the 
thrilling  and  eventful  scenes  of  that  bloody 
civil  strife.  Returning  to  civil  life  upon  being 
mustered  out  in  1,806,  he  was  employed  in 
different  cities,  locating  here  in  1884,  where 
he  is  prepared  to  take  contracts  for  house  and 
carriage  painting,  paper  hanging,  glazing, 
etc.,  guaranteeing  first  class  work  in  all 
branches  of  the  business.

After  the  election  of  President 
Cleveland  he  was  removed  from  office  for 
political  reasons,  and  again  appointed  under 
President  Harrison  in  1889,  The  office  is 
handsomely  lilted  up  with  private  boxes,  and 
presents  an  appearance  most  creditable  to  its 
management  and  the  general  intelligence  of 
the  community.  Mr.  Harlan  lias  for  several 
years  conducted  a general  insurance  business, 
and  held  thcofliceof  notary  public.  He  repre- 
sents several  of  the  most  popular  and  reliable 
insurance  companies  in  the  country,  and  will 
write  policies  upon  lowest  terms  consistent 
with  equity  and  safety.  One  peculiarity  in 
his  official  papers  as  notary  public  is,  that 
they  have  been  signed  alternately  by  Republi- 
can and  Democratic  Governors.  He  is  pre- 
pared to  draw  up  and  acknowledge  the  signing 
of  wills,  deeds,  mortgages,  con  tracts  and  all 
legal  papers  requiring  notarial  seal.  Mr. 
Harlan,  who  is  one  of  the  influential  citizens 
of  this  vicinity,  lias  always  taken  an  active 
and  intelligent  interest  in  public  affairs,  and 
the  promotion  of  all  objects  which  gave 
promise  of  general  public  welfaro. 

JOHN  BLAIR,  General  Homo  and  Table

lery, and  was  mustered  out  as  sergeant  in 
August,  1S65.  He  was  subsequently  engaged 
in  farming  and  other  work  up  to  the  time  of 
engaging  in  business  at  this  place  in  1883. 
He  carries  a complete  lino  of  the  best  grades 
of  groceries  and  provisions,  tobaccos,  cigars, 
notions  and  general  country  produce.

He  carries  in  stock  the  best  grades  of 
boots,  shoes  and  rubbers  for  men,  women, 
boys,  misses  and  children,  and  conducting 
business  upon  the  most  economical  principles, 
not  subject  to  high  rents  and  clerk  hire  of 
those  who  conduct  business  in  our  larger 
towns  and  cities,  he  cannot  be  undersold  for 
reliable  work  and  stock.

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LIBERTY  TOWNSHIP. 


La- | qA IIIS  township  lies  in  the  center  of  the  northern  tier  of  townships, 
yfy  and  was  organized  July  15,  1817.  It  contains  15,460  acres  of  as 
J.AC  good  land  as  is  permitted  to  lie  out  doors.  This  township  is  noted 
for  its  excellent  quality  of  Clinton  limestone  quarries,  and  lime  is 
manufactured  there  to  some  extent.  Among  the  early  settlers  we  notice 
Stephen  Mendenhall  (1803,)  Samuel  Miller  (1809,)  Andrew  lei  1 is,  Aaron  Jen- 
kins, John  Johnson,  etc.  The  first  meeting  house,  was  erected  in  1818. 
Protestant  Methodist  was  established  in  1832.  The  first  school  house  was 
erected  in  1812,  Henry  Hester,  teacher.  During  the  War  of  the  Rebellion 
this  township  furnished  its  full  quota. 


PORT  WILLIAM. 

The  first  school  house  in  Port  William  was  built  in  1837,  another  in  1854* 
The  present  new  brick  is  an  ornament  and  credit  to  the  educational  interests  of 
the  place,  and  was  just  completed  in  January  last  at  a cost  exceeding  $3,000.  I he 
place  was  started  first  on  the  west  side  of  the  creek,  as  early  as  1816,  and  was 
known  as  West  Liberty.  The  town  proper  was  laid  out  in  1829.  In  1825  Steel 
Taylor  built  a fulling  mill.  A factory  was  built  in  1846,  and  about  this  time  as- 
sumed a prominent  place  among  the  trade  centers  of  the  county,  which  was  greatly 
interfered  with  by  the  abandonment  of  the  railroad  constructed  some  years  ago, 
and  the  place  still  offers  inducements  in  passenger  and  freight  traffic  ot  no  mean 
proportions  to  a railroad  constructed  through  this  place. 

This  town  now  has  the  usual  variety  of  business  establishments  for  an  inland 
village,  and  surrounded  by  a rich  agricultural  section,  still  enjoys  considerable 
trade.  It  contains  a population  of  about  250  inhabitants,  and  while  there  is  no 
church  building,  the  Protestant  Methodist  denomination  are  erecting  a fine  modern 
brick  structure  which  will  scat  about  350  persons,  when  completed.  It  is  expected 
to  cost  about  $3,000,  and  will  be  a credit  to  the  village. 

The  Township  Trustees  are  Geo.  Ilincy,  J.  B.  Shrack  and  Albert  Linkhart. 
The  town  was  incorporated  about  1849,  and  the  principal  streets  arc  now  lighted 
with  lamps  during  the  dark  of  the  moon.  The  Mayor  is  J.  W.  Moon,  with  Ik  R. 
Bogan  as  Marshal  and  Constable.  The  Town  Council  is  composed  of  Dr.  D.  P . 
Donaldson,  L.  II.  Starbuck,  Thos.  Christy,  Morton  Lwbank,  Geo.  Clark  and  A. 
Stephens.  The  School  Board  consists  of  Thos.  Christy,  Dr.  D.  P'.  Donaldson  and 
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L.  II.  Grubbs.  The  Women’s  Aid  Society  to  the  Protestant  Methodist  Church 
was  organized  in  June  last,  and  has  for  its  officers  Mrs.  Ida  Munson,  President; 
Mrs.  Lizzie  I cl  1 is.  Secretary,  and  Mrs.  Susan  Bodkins,  Treasurer. 

The  present  Principal  of  the  Public  Schools  is  F.  M.  Kelley,  with  Miss  Cora 
Brown  as  assistant. 

Our  Index  will  give  the  various  business  enterprises,  with  reference  to  edi 
torials  of  those  most  public  spirited  and  enterprising.  There  is  a good  circulating 
library  of  fifty  vohuncs.  The  M.  P.  Church  now  holds  services  in  the  old  Baptist 
Church  (which  had  been  abandoned,)  until  the  completion  of  their  new  edifice. 
Rev.  A.  A.  Munson,  pastor;  M.  F.  Brown,  superintendent  of  Sunday  School. 
Mr.  J.  T.  Arnold,  one  of  the  teachers,  during  the  past  year,  never  failed  to  be  pres- 
ent at  the  school.  A good  record. 

Port  William  Lodge  No.  485,  I.  O.  O.  F.,  own  their  lodge  room  and  meet 
every  Saturday  evening.  The  officers  are:  John  Jerard,  N.  G.;  John  Doil,  V.

the  roller  process,  however  t.ho  clamor  may 
be  for  the  latter,  lie  also  deals  in  grain, 
Hour,  meal  and  mill  feed.

JEFFERSON  TOWNSHIP. 


‘'IIIS  township  was  named  in  honor  of  the  third  Vice  President  of  the 


United  States,  and  was  organized  in  1839.  Among  the  early  pio- 
neers were  David  Wright,  Samuel  Jackson,  John  Randall,  John 
Brunson,  Kph.  Jones,  Wm.  Hammer,  Thos.  Sermon,  Wm.  Garner, 
John  Ilinshaw.  Mr.  Wm.  Moon  built  a saw  mill  in  1831.  John  Hammer 
built  and  operated  a carding  mill  in  1838.  The  Westboro’  Woolen  Mills  were 
among  the  industries  in  1868 — S.  J.  Specs,  and  S.  Wickcrsham  & Son. 

The  first  church  organization  was  “Friends,”  in  1825;  U.  B.  Church  in 
1838,  M.  E.  Church  in  1854,  and  Christian  in  1868.  During  the  Rebellion 
Company  E,  Forty-seventh  regiment  O.  V.  I.,  was  officered  by  Allen  S.  Bunby 
(resigned,)  as  captain  ; Andrew  F.  Iieniston,  first  lieutenant  (promoted  to  cap- 
tain; Chas.  J.  Cunningham,  second  lieutenant.  In  1864  Company  C,  One  Hun- 
dred and  Seventy-fifth  O.  V.  I.  was  organized  by  Captain  A.  F.  Deniston,  with 
Chas.  C.  Cunningham  first  lieutenant  and  Thos.  J.  Moon  first  sergeant,  and  chiefly 
made  up  from  this  township.  The  first  railroad  was  known  as  the  Hillsboro’  and 
Cincinnati  railroad.  This  is  a fine  agricultural  district,  and  is  noted  also  for  wool 
growing  and  horticulture.  The  first  schools  were  in  1823.

CONDENSED  REVIEW  OE  MINOR  TOWNS. 


WILSON  TOWNSHIP.— As  early  as  1795 
settlers  came  to  this  part  of  the  county.  Amos 
Wilson  came  to  the  county  in  1795  and  settled 
in  this  township  in  1.802.  Col.  Thomas  Link- 
son  came  in  1807.  The  town  of  Lewisville  was 
laid  out  in  1812,  and  township  organized  in 
185().  Schools  established  in  1810.  Religions 
services  were  held  at  the  house  of  Amos  Wil- 
son, in  1 SOS).  'The  only  trading  point  of  any 
consequence  is  P> LOOM IXGTON,  which  is  six 
miles  from  Sabina  and  nine  miles  from  Wil- 
mington, with  a population  of  about  150  in- 
habitants. The  fire  of  last  summer  interfered 
with  its  business  interests  for  a time,  but  from 
this  the  place  has  now  recovered.  It  has  two 
churches,  “ Friends  ” and  Methodist;  one 
good  school  building,  one  public  hall,  and  the 
following  business  establishments:  Beaty,  a 

horseshoer;  Beaty,  L.  A.,  P.  M.,  and  gen. 
mdse.;  Clarkson,  M.  C.,  blacksmith;  Love,
